Vandiver termed the withhold- 
ing plan a “fair method,” since 
*‘a large number of persons that 
should be paying state income tax 
aren’t doing do.’’ 

Another plan suggested, Van- 
diver continued, was adoption of 
a criminal provision to prosecute 
non-payers. 

Moate said a tighter check on 
sales tax payments and non-pay- 
ment of these taxes would also 
mean additional revenue. 

The ker-designate predict- 
ed that Jim Gillis won’t receive 
over 12 votes in his fight to retain 
the highway board chairmanship. 


RURAL ROAD SETUP 


Moate said a Rural Road Au- 
thority definitely would be set up 
and that a one cent increase in 
gasoline taxes is in the “talking 
stage.”’ 

Vandiver said a thorough study 
would be made on conservation 
of Georgia’s water resources, 
with an eye to presenting a bill 
to next year’s legislative session. 

Moate forecast ‘‘about the same 
budget’ for the new administra- 
tion and said again that the toll 
road authority would be abok 
ished.

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After Ball Is Over 
The Bills Come In 


This is a big week for Georgia and 
tomorrow is the big day of the big week. 
There will be the biggest parade and 
inaugural celebration in the history of 
the state as Gov.-Elect Marvin Griffin’s 
Administration takes over the reins of 
state government. 

Thousands of people will participate 
in the ceremonies and many thousands 
more will enjoy them. It is fitting that 
the occasion have the pomp that it 
deserves. 

But let all those who will enjoy ~it 
and all those who are taking on the re- 
sponsibilities of running this state remem- 
ber its meaning. Let them remember, too, 
that after the celebration is over, Geor- 
gia’s problems will remain. 


Dr. M. D; Collins, state superintendent 
of schools, reminded us of a million of 
those problems Friday. That, said Dr. 
Collins, is how many children will be 
in Georgia schools next year—more than 
one-fourth of the total population. 

During the Griffin Administration 
there will be many additional children 
entering the schools. In 1943, there were 
64,000 first graders. This year there were 
94.000. Next year additional growth is 
expected. School and civic leaders now 
planning for an Adequate Program for 
Education for Georgia say that $150,000,- 
000 more will be needed by 1956-57 to 
adequately house them. In addition, they 
say, 7,735 more teachers will be needed. 


The problems of roads are no less in 
1955 than they have been for the past 
decade. The State Highway Department 
has estimated that it would take at least 
$2,000,000,000 in the next 10 years to 
give the state an adequate road system. 

There are more old people in the pop- 
ulation, more need for hospitals and pub- 
lic health services. 


Even without considering future 
growth, the state will soon face a finan- 
cial crisis. The crisis will be the biggest 
problem of the Griffin Administration and 
the General Assembly during the next 
four years. 

We are going to have to have a lot of 
intelligent thought and planning and a 
great deal of hard work to solve these 
problems of growth that are upon us. 
The state faces one of its biggest chal- 
lenges. How it is met will determine 
Georgia’s future. 

During the inaugural festivities, let 
us all pray for wisdom and divine guid- 
ance in meeting the challenge ahead. 


Not Vinegar But Sugar 
Is Used To Catch Flies 


The tumult over alleged irregularities 
in the management of the Atlanta Airport 
has died down, at least temporarily, and 
it is time to again take up the matter of 
the access road. 


This road has been under discussion 
since the end of World War II. So far, 
next to nothing has been done about it.

If it is built, it must be done by 
county, state and federal funds. 


While this road will be outside the 
city, it is of the greatest importance to 
the city and its construction should be of 
primary concern to the city administra- 
tion. A check of the Federal Bureau of 
Public Roads and the State Highway De- 
partment shows that any requests for aid 
by the city at best have been casual and 
informal. 


The mayor at last is showing a genuine 
interest in getting this project through. 
We would like to remind him that this 
road will be built with the help of others, 
and that when requesting help from 
others, tact and diplemacy are indicated.

The Uncertain Prospect 


Secretary of State Dulles said recently 
that the struggle with international com- 
munism has shifted somewhat from mili- 
tary to economic competition because fear 
of open war has lessened. 

Recently Britain’s Foreign Secretary 
Sir Anthony Eden said that the U.S. se- 
curity pact with Nationalist China on 
Formosa and growing Western unity and 
strength were creating situations that 
made negotiations with the Communists 
more certain of success than ever before.

deters all responsible world leadership 
from the thought of world war. 

Despite tensions and the threat of more 
local fighting around the world, the signs 
are that the East and West are settling 
down to a sort of status quo. 

Many Americans are unhappy about the 
situation—they hate the thought of not 
being able to roll back the Iron Curtain. 
They shudder at the thought of surrender- 
ing satellite nations permanently to Com- 
munist slavery. But the two-way threat 
of atomic war is resulting in a sort of 
balance—as long as the West continues 
to build its strength and that of all its 
member nations. . 

The Reds had hoped for economic de- 
pression in the West to further their gains. 
Instead it has worked the other way. The 
entire Communist world is in the throes 
of a food crisis. It has other equally 
troublesome economic ills. But the West 
is prospering and the underprivileged na- 
tions are receiving attention. 

It all seems to add up to a long stale- 
mate—with the odgs on the side of the 
free world if it keeps its head, builds its 
strength and works to eradicate the situa- 
tions that permit Communist subversion. 
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As Federal Taxes Drop 
Local, State Go Up 


Georgians, concerned with their rising 
tax bill, have just been told that present 
state revenue is inadequate to carry on 
the expanded program of state services 
to which we are committed. They know 
that expansions in road building and 
promised improvements in the school pro- 
gram are going to cost more money. 

We may console ourselves, however, 
in that the problem is not exclusive to this 
state. We may take some comfort, too, in 
that some of our problems are being left 
to the states as states’ rights becomes 
more of a reality. 

A recent survey shows that while fed- 
eral taxes are now going down, state and 
local taxes are still going up. Bureau of 
the Census figures for 1953 show that 
revenue from all sources for all units of 
government—state, local and federal—hit 
a total of $105,689,000,000. While this is 
not all represented through taxes—a 
whopping $83,704,000,000 was in taxes. 

Of the total amount collected last year, 
state and local units of government col- 
lected $20,908,000,000 and this year their 
share is expected to rise to $22,000,- 
000,000. 

An article by Kenneth W. Medley in 
Nation’s Business predicts that pressure 
for state and local taxes to continue up- 
ward will go on, 

As we return to an unstable period of 
peace, percentages of tax revenue going 
to state and local governments as com- 
pared to the federal government are 
changing. In 1932 the former took 75 
per cent of all taxes. By 1952 the situ- 
ation was reversed. Today the percent- 
age of the tax dollar going to local and 
state governments is again on the rise, 
giving some hope that the latter will be 
able to solve their financial problems 
in time. 

About 85 per cent of Uncle Sam's 
budget is going into the defense effort. It 
is thus possible to see that state and local 
revenues account today for over two- 
thirds of the funds spent for such needs 
as schools, highways and hospitals. 

At all levels, the argument about who 
will pay continues. It follows the fa- 
miliar pattern. Corporations and people 
with high incomes want income taxes 
lowered. Labor unions and low income 
people fight sales and property taxes. 

In the long run, no one actually es- 
capes taxes. In one way or another, each 
of us pays his share. And one thing is cer- 
tain—we cannot have the services we de- 
mand from government unless we pay 
the bill. 
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When Does a Tourist 


Become a Moocher? 


According to the Cedartown Standard, 
police in the Polk County seat are con- 
cerned about what constitutes a “tourist.” 

It seems that a “Kindness to Stran- 
gers” policy has been abused. Of 12 per- 
sons arrested for speeding on a recent 
December day, most of them claimed 
they were “tourists.” But the police say 
that most of them merely lived outside 


the limits and hence were entitled to 
no ial consideration. 


The question becomes: How far must 
a motorist get from home before he is a 
tourist? 

The dictionary offers little help. It de- 
fines a tourist as one who travels from 
place to place for pleasure or culture..

President's Message 


Attuned to Harmony 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower's third 
State of the Union message shows itself well adapt- 
ed to its special purpose—to create a harmonious , 
and productive’ atmosphere in the relations between the White House 
and the new Democratic-controlled Congress. 

Mr. Eisenhower didn’t raise his fist and he didn’t raise. his voice. 
The address, delivered in person—which represents the maximum 
courtesy and which produces the maximum publicity—was temperate, 


cordial, free from political exhortation, almost 


of-fact. 


It is significant, it seems to me, 
that the way the President dealt 
with the fact that he was address- 
ing a Congress controlled by the 
opposition party was by not deal- 
ing with it at all. This is not a 
piece of slick Eisenhower strategy. 
It is natural to the man himself. 

He has often reminded his press 
conference that he is ‘“‘not much 
of a partisan’ and I suspect there 
are few political leaders, past or 
present, better qualified to get the 
most out of a period of divided 
government, half Republican and 
half Democratic, than Mr. Eisen- 
hower i ¥ 

Divided government has not 
worked well in the past. The 
Democratic-controlled Congress of 
1931 and °32 substantially frus- 
trated President Hoover and the 
Republican-controlled Congress of 
1947 and '48 produced a legislative 
stalemate except in the field of 
foreign affairs. 

President .Eisenhower may run 
into. unexpected controversy and 
unexpected stalemate with the 84th 
Congress, but it is evident from 
his State of the Union messaze 
that he will not be the one first 
to cast the stone. From the char- 
acter of the message and from 
the President’s attitude at recent 
press conferences, it seems to me 
these points emerge: 

Mr. Eisenho. er will be cordial 
and co-operative, respectful of the 
independent authority of Congress.

But he isn’t going to hesitate to 
go to the couniry to fight for his 
legislative program if legislative 
stalemate develops. Whether for 
good reasons or bad, the President 
has in the past been reluctant to 
assert his vigorous leadership for 
fear of alienating congressmen in 
his own party. With Democratic 
control of Congress, Mr. Eisen- 
hower feels this restraint removed. 
He is not going to foreshérten his 
requests to cajole factions in his 
own party. The White House is not 
to take ‘‘no’”’ on any important is- 
sue without a good fight. 

Mr, Eisenhower isn’t changing 
his course because the Democrats 
won 49 seats in the. Senate. His 
program will remain. middle-road, 
economically conservative, intent 
upon keeping government out of 
business as far as possible, hu- 
manitarian in the whole range of 
welfare measures, pro-alliance in 
defense and foreign policy, willing 
to negotiate but not to appease, 
pro-tariff-reduction. 

It is frequently asked whether 
President Eisenhower can: get on 
with a Democratic-controlled Con- 
gress. I suspect that the central 
question is whether a Democratic- 
controlled Congress can get on 
with President Eisenhower. For 
the next two years, leading to the 
1956 presidential election, both 
parties in Congress are on the spot 
and I believe the test the voters 
will apply will be the measure of 
their support of the President.

Making a contribution to the 
March of Dimes annually pre- 
sents a problem to Mrs. E. S. 
Walsh. 

Not content with giving her 
dimes to some middle man, she 
brings the money directly to the 
March of Dimes office. 

And she has to sneak out of 
the house to do it! 

“‘My daughters don’t want me 
to come to town,’’ says Mrs. 
Walsh, who will be 88 years old 
next April. 

“But I don’t ask them. I’m my 
own boss.”’ 


Giving to the campaign to 


fight infantile paralysis is an im- 
rortant matter to Mrs. Walsh 
who has made a_ contribution 
every year since the first drives 
back in the 1930s. 

“T used to send the money to 
President Roosevelt. Didn’t send 
it to the Birthday Ball or any- 
thing like that. I mailed it 
straight to President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Washington, D.C. 

“After he died, I started bring- 
ing the money to the office. 

“TI have ten dimes for myself 
and ten each for my two great 
grandchildren, Gail and Johnny 
Simmons.”’ 

Not altogether too happy with 
her daughter-imposed restriction, 
Mrs. Walsh continued: 

“I don’t think staying in is 
good for anyone.” 

Her vivacity she attributes in 
part to 30 years as a sales 
woman — of corsets. 

Mrs. Walsh, born and reared 
in Roswell, moved to Atlanta 
when the city had 53,000 people— 
more than 70 years ago. 

When she married, she and 
her husband moved away from 
the city for a year, but “I could 
not stand being away from At- 
lanta,’’ she said. 

Her family consists of her two 
daughters, a grandson and the 
two great-grandchildren. 

Mrs. Walsh is a devoted ad- 
mirer of the late President 
Roosevelt, with whom she once 
shook hands.

Doce Your Child Eat 


‘A Peck of Dirt’? 
Children eat the darndest 
things: Dirt, cigarettes or 
matches. Parents need not worry 
too much about this habit as it 
usually is temporary. In this 
respect there is some truth to 
the adage, “‘We all must eat a 


peck of dirt before we die.” ~ 

Dirt and clay are not harmful. 
But lead poisioning may follow 
the eating of flakes that fall off 
the side of a painted building or 
briek wall. 

Children are not the only ones 
who eat odd substances. Some 
women develop an _ insatiable 
craving for unusual items, es- 
pecially during pregnancy. 

Several years ago I wrote of 
a survey conducted among a 
group of Southern women in 
which 25 per cent munched on 
clay and 39 per cent enjoyed 
laundry starch. It was not a mat- 
ter of needing more food, as the 
group included several women 
who had the means to buy any- 
thing they wanted. 

A group of home economists 
at Tuskegee Institute carried out 
a similar investigation and re- 
ported their findings in a recent 
issue of the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Dietetic Assn. 

The data was obtained from 


told of strange food cravings 
and bizarre food intakes, partic- 
ularly during pregnancy. 

In some areas, the belief was 
traditional that milk, eggs, fish, 
yellow vegetables, grapefruit, 
tomatoes, butter, liver and beans 
should not be eaten. Bacon, 
ham and onions were taboo in 
another section. : 

The notion was widespread 
that a combination of fish and 
eggs was dangerous and might 
prove fatal following childbirth. 
Fear that cooked cabbage would 
upset the stomach was common.

Furthermore, many of the 
physicians and health agencies 
in those regions were unaware 
of these practices because pa- 
tients and midwives kept them 
a secret. 

An effort is being made to ed- 
ucate more individuals in good 
dietary practices and to show up 
the silliness of superstitious and 
fantastic eating habits. Another 
generation may elapse before 
this change will come.
